Now, ye 'flighty, unsettled and 
visionary spiritualists, what moro can 
3'ou require to turn you from the error 
of your ways and convince you that 
the evidence of your sonsos is no 
longer to bo relied ou to determine 
tbe truth of what you see, fool, or hear'? 
When you see pictures drawn without 
the intervention of human hiuids, and 
flowers and sooiios roprosontod unlike 
anything in tho "earth beneath or in 
tbe waters under tbe earth," and tliat 
in suoh au incredibly short space of 
time as to have rendered it impossible 
for any being in the flesh to liavo done 
it; and when ycu have things mention- 
ed to you that are only known to you 
and Honic long de]mi'tcd relative or 
friend, bo assured that it is 
only the utilization by your brains 
of a forcej corredativo and in- 
torchangeable'with other forces of the 
universe," and be satisfied. But is it not 
strange that the utilization of this force 
always tends to evil, and never to good 
according to this same groat authority? 
What a singular farce? Aud still moro 
singular that it is only tho brains of spir- 
itualists that utilize this forco, and that 
tho utilization should almost iavaribly be 
in the inverse ratio of the mental and 
physical powers of tho persons utilizing 
it, (or tho most powerful mediums are of ■ 
ten delicate women and children of ton- 
dor ogo, "Verily hath God chosen tho 
foolish things of tho world to confound 
the wise; and tho woak things of tho 
world to confound the things wuiob are 
mighty." 

Is it not unfortunate that the ponder- 
ous intellects of Dra. Marvin, Carpantor 
and "J" have never utilized enough of 
this foroo to enable thorn to practically 
demonstrate tho truth of their theory ? 
Why is this ? Is it because like a aiiongo 
filled w-ith water they can absorb no 
more ? It must be so. Bat it ia still mora 
unfortunate that they have not utilized 
enough of tho foroo known aa truth to 
eiiablo thorn to mako correct statements 
when speaking of spiritualists and spirit- 
ualism.

to las by. A few years of such econo- 
my would enable you to buy a nice 
little home of your own, where, with 
a frugal wifo, you could both live very 
comfort ably for what it costs you to 
live l.\v yolirsfdf now. 

If lloiuy is anything like ho ought 
to be he will say at this juncture that 
tho very wife to live iu such a bouse is 
the young lady who has bcr.ielf sug- 
gcsfod it, and will forthwith proceed 
to act ujioii her advice.
